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GLADLAND OFFERINGS FOR 1949 


Again we present our fall price list. From a four-page list in 1945, a 16-page list 
in 1946, a 20-page list in 1947, this fall it swells to 40 pages. A part of this increase is 
due to the greater number of varieties offered (this season 572 distinct kinds are 
described and priced) and also because we were anxious to provide you with more 
factual data that would enable you to know the actual performance of the varieties when 
grown unpampered but with reasonably good care. 

Our test garden, in which we use no fertilizers, either chemical or organic, and 
with a minimum of watering, has given us opportunity to check the number of days 
required to bloom, the number of buds per spike and the number of florets the variety 
could open. This information plus a more detailed description of the color shades, is 
added this season to our descriptions. 

The making of the field records and the compilation of this data, has taken an 
enormous amount of time, so much so that as yet we have given no thought to preparation 
of a winter catalog. One thing however is certain, that a repetition of the pricing and 
the detailed descriptions as given in the following pages will not be reprinted this year — 
so you should preserve this list — as the prices will remain in effect until our sales this fall 
and next spring exhaust our available supply of bulbs. 

We are proud, very proud, of our 1949 introductions — and feel that you, as we, 
will consider them real garden assets, and fortunately the initial prices are so low that 
you will certainly be able to enjoy growing them while they are still new. 


GLADLAND PRICES FOR 1949 


All of us feel the impact of increasing prices. Paper costs have doubled, printing 
costs are advanced, shipping cartons are a real item of expense, and even parcel post 
rates are advancing 2c per pound. We have been unable to find a substitute for 
painstaking hand work in cleaning and sorting bulbs, and the labeling of sacks, and 
assemblage and inspection of bulbs going into the individual orders requires a lot of 
time. For this reason we will be unable to accept orders for less than $2.50, and we 
must request that you add postage charges for orders under $5.00. We actually take 
a small loss on each minimum size order. 


HOWEVER GLADLAND BULB PRICES ARE ACTUALLY REDUCED 


In field operations we have achieved substantial savings. By use of selective 
weed controls we have eliminated the hand weeding that last summer required twenty 
weeders, and by other mechanical improvements we are reducing the cost of planting 
and digging. Most important of all, we have absorbed. in the past two years a very 
substantial portion of our original investment in many of the bulb varieties, so»that- 
prices of these can now be reduced. Practically all varieties priced at 15c last year are 
reduced to 10c. This is the minimum at which we can afford to offer a large size bulb. 
Most varieties last year listing at 20c to’ 50c per bulb are cut a third or more. 


In the higher priced brackets, some few, because of excessively short supply, are 
unchanged in price. In only one variety have we increased a price. This is DREAM 
CASTLE, released back in 1943 by Lins. This is such a remarkable variety, which will 
be so valuable to the commercial cut-flower grower, that in order to build a stock to- 
adequate size, we are increasing the price to $1.50 per bulb in the hopes that you will 
let us keep enough of them to propagate. In most cases prices are greatly reduced. 
Three masterpieces of 1948 introduction, BUTTERSCOTCH, MARY ODELL, and SNOW- 
MAID may be had this year for only $1.00 per bulb. GRAND FINALE, listed at $5.00 
the past two years, is likewise reduced to $1.00. DIADEM, last season $10.00, which 
was a star performer this year, reduced to $2.00. ORIENTAL PEARL, last year $2.00, 
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this year because of prodigious multiplication down to 35c. And so throughout the 
whole list, even low-priced best sellers as OREGON ROSE, ELIZABETH THE QUEEN, 
XERXES and ZUNI drop to our minimum 10c level, even though they have always sold 
out before the end of the season. 


You will find your Gladiolus dollar will buy many more superior Gladiolus this 
year from Gladland Acres. And this perhaps will permit you to try more of the new ones. 


GLADIOLUS BULBLETS 


We adhere to our policy of offering bulblets of the new varieties, without 
requiring purchase of a large and expensive bulb, whenever it is possible to do so. 
Many of the bulblets we send out are not as large as some because in most cases we 
can give you bulblets harvested from either bulblet grown bulbs, or from small planting 
stock. These despite their smaller size germinate quicker and in greater percentage. 
We make this explanation because an increasing number of our customers are buying 
them, especially in the more expensive and newer varieties. A minimum order of 
bulblets of a given variety is 25c, and in the case of the low-priced varieties the 
maximum number we will send in a 25c packet is 25, since we have checked our 
handling costs and find that we cannot label, count and package bulblets of even 
the cheapest kind that may be worth only $20.00 a bushel for less than a penny a 
bulblet. If you have not grown bulblets and do order them, be sure to read page 39 
for cultural instructions. Extremely simple but you do have to have the KNOW HOW. 


LARGE SIZES WILL BE SCARCE THIS YEAR 


Our Oregon spring was very late; rains continued two months longer than 
usual making a short growing season, and as a consequence large sizes will be in 
very short supply. Although we ran short of a great number af varieties early last 
season, we did not attempt to increase our acreage, as our present production com- 
pletely fills our two storage houses, which have a six million bulb capacity. 


QUANTITY DISCOUNTS 


Less than 10 of a size and variety take the “each” rate. 
10 to 100 quantities of same variety take a 20% discount. 
100 or over of the same variety take a 36% discount. 


DISCOUNTS FOR CASH ORDERS RECEIVED THIS FALL 


For the past two seasons we have offered very liberal bulb bonuses for fall 
orders (shipment may be made in the spring if you prefer us to store them for you). 
This year we have decided on cash discounts. These are as follows: Orders totaling 
$5.00 to $10.00 — discount 10%. Orders totaling $10.00 to $25.00 — discount 15%. 
Orders totaling $20.00 to $50.00 — discount 20%. Orders totaling over $50.00 — 
discount 25%. This cash discount replaces our former bulb bonus selections, and 
orders will be filled exactly in quantities ordered. 

If, however, you prefer bulb extras instead of cash discounts, then we will add — 
OF OUR SELECTION ONLY — bonus bulbs to the amount of three times the discount 
earned. These orders, with remittances, must be postmarked not later than December 15. 

All varieties, without exception, including the 1949 introductions, may be used 
to arrive at the total for earning the cash discounts offered for fall orders. Quantity 
buyers taking the quantity rates plus the 25% discount allowed for fall orders of 
$50.00 or more, will find their net price unbelievably low. 
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SHIPMENTS 


We prepay postage on parcel post shipments, but do not insure against loss. 
Please add porcel post insurance to your remittance if you wish them insured. Parcel 
post shipments are subject to freeze damage going eastward if mailed through the 
period beginning Dec. 1, ending March 1. If you specify shipping dates through the ~ 
winter months, better ask for express shipments; the rates are higher, but bulbs are 
insured against freeze loss. Express shipments are always sent transportation charges 
collect — but extra bulbs are included to cover the express charges. 


Gladland Introductions icr 1948 


ORIGINATED BY ELIZABETH BRIGGS 
(Shirley Briggs, Alice Adams, Easter Parade) 


To a lot of folks, newcomers to the game of gladiolus growing, the name 
of Mrs. Briggs as a hybridist is unknown. But all oldtimers will remember what sensations 
F. J. McCOY, RED PHIPPS, and others of hers were, when introduced back in the early 
“thirties.” Donald Briggs, her son, was one of the few to realize the potential flower 
market among the elite florists of the Los Angeles area, and this in the time of prolific 
production by Japanese flower growers, which was offered at lower prices than 
American growers could afford to meet. Mr. Briggs decided that the only answer was 
quality production of exclusive varieties, and he and his mother decided to make no 
more public releases, but to preserve and grow the finest seedlings for his own market. 

During all of the years that elapsed since this became their policy, Mrs. Briggs 
has grown not less than 10,000 new seedlings each year, all of them planned crosses, 
and these from line breeding, (some parents are the result of eight generations of 
line breeding before the final crossing is attempted.) so that with much more than usual 
success, she can predict the size, color and character of the seedling plants. Mrs. 
Briggs explained that all of her hybridizing efforts of the past few years have been 
devoted wholly to the creation of varieties with the qualities necessary for the successful 
marketing of the cut spikes. 

This includes of course health, vigor, dependability, good propagation, sufficient 
field height, well proportioned spikes with ample buds, ability to open in water, 
durable texture, adequate size, firm attachment, absolute clarity of color tones, and 
above all, individuality and charm. In fewer words, a spike that will impress the 
prospective buyer of the bloom, to the extent that he is no longer content with the 
common run of spikes as produced by the average grower. 

Naturally these attributes make a variety just that much more desirable for 
the garden. There are, of course, a number of temperamental beauties that perhaps 
need staking to prevent crooking, or whose stem substance is not firm enough to hold. 
the spike erect when florets open, yet can produce marvelous show spikes on occasion. 
But the fewer of these in the garden, the less work involved for the gardener. 


SHIRLEY BRIGGS — Class 542. The color is a delightfully clear, live, medium pink 
(Technically by Royal Hort. Color Chart is CARMINE No. 21-2). In this flower the 
border tintings are deepest, shading smoothly into a large, clear, white throat area, 
giving a pink-and-white effect.

ALICE ADAMS — Class 442. This is a deeper shade of pink, (Technically by Royal 
Hort. Color Chart is GERANIUM LAKE No. 20-2). This floret is ruffled, and the color 
arrangement is a solid band nearly an inch wide of this glistening pink, superimposed 
on white. The color transition is quite abrupt but very pleasing, and gives an entirely 
different effect from the gradual shading of SHIRLEY BRIGGS.

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EASTER PARADE — Class 400. This is a very good example of the clearness of color 
achieved by Mrs. Briggs in her seedlings.

It has the 
clarity that we associate with the Easter Lily.

Mr. Cave releases DANNY in the belief 
it will prove an outstanding commercial. Color La France pink with white lip. Floret size 
4V2’’, somewhat ruffled. Grows evenly in field to 48” height. Strong, straight, but not 
heavy stem. Opens 8 florets on spike of about 17 buds that lie back flat to the stem. 
Excellent substance and keeping quality. Reproduction very good, both as to quantity 


and germination.

Florets 4-5 inches, 16-18 buds, opens 7 
with 4-5 showing color. Flowerhead 24-28 inches, height is 50-55 inches. Vigorous 
grower, straight stalks. The color is a blending of Mars orange and dahlia purple — 
so difficult to describe that no two people have given exactly the same description. 
Single bulbs for trial were sent last spring to 300 different glad fans; read some of 
their comments in the December issue of the Gladiolus Magazine. Undoubtedly will 
prove to be one of the very popular smokies, because of the originality of its color 
blendings, which seem to have a definite appeal to all who like these autumn color 
shades. At Pasadena at Southern California Glad Show, it, with Butterscotch, were 
among the five most popular flowers in the show by public vote.

DROUS, MIRACULOUS and ECLIPSE are among the better known of his previous releases. 
Bulbs offered have been grown in the United States. Australian release not until fall, 
1949.

PINK GLORY — Class 440. As a pure pink gladiolus, PINK GLORY is a_ variety 
- unsurpassed as a cut flower in its color class. Its color is further enhanced by a light 
cream throat and the delightful sheen on its petals. It is a tall grower flowering early, 
with 18 buds, of which 6-8 open at a time. The S-inch florets are also attractively 
reflexed. Good propagator and of vigorous growing qualities.

The descriptions were 
written in Australia. 


ADAGIO — Class 580. Blue smoky of the decorative type. Tall grower with large 
florets. Will prove a popular florists’ bloom. Heavy propagator, early flowering.

ADOBE — Class 407. The main color of this novel and attractive gladiolus is a deep 
cream with a decided light rosaline purple blotch.

SCARLET MAJOR — Class 552. A true scarlet-red in color with faint darker flakings on 
the outer edges of the petals. It is a very tall grower, and should have a great future 
as an exhibition and market variety. On a 24-inch flowerhead there are 20 buds with 
8 open and 6 in color. Florets are 6 inches across and it flowers mid-season. One of 
the very best varieties yet released as a propagator.

GLADLAND PREVIOUS INTRODUCTIONS (1947-1948) 


All previous Gladland releases have excelled in our test garden this summer 
with sole exception of APRIL, which showed a tendency to crook in some plants this 
season. This could be a temporary fault — due to weather. Growth was extremely 
robust, as usual. , 


GRAND FINALE (Andrews, 1947) Class 430 formal. Color is clear warm pink with two 
small red feathers extending half way from throat to tip. 5-inch florets, 20-21 buds, 
flowerhead 25-inch. Florets open, 8-10; buds in color 7-8; field height 54 inches; blooms 
in 95 days. Because of extremely limited supply price was held to $5.00 for first two 
years. This season its prolific propagation permits a price of $1.00 per bulb, any size. 
Bulblets 10 for $1.00. 


BUTTERSCOTCH (Langworthy, 1948) Class 521 formal. A warm bright pastel in a new 
shade — Indian yellow overlaid with Chinese coral — bright coral throat mark. Definitely 
the sensation of the 1948 releases. Bound to be universally grown; a great show flower 
and a top commercial. 6-7 inch florets, 28-30 inch flowerhead, opens 8-10, buds in 
color 5-6. Field height 60-63 inches; blooms in 90 days.

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APRIL (Dr. Chas. M. Evans, 1948) Class 430. A cool, pale peach, informal. An extremely 
vigorous grower. Triangular florets, 18-20 buds, flowerhead 26-28 inches. Field height 
64 inches; floret size 4%-6 inches. Opens 5-6; buds in color, 4-5. Blooms in 85 days. 
This year in our fields, we noted some crooking in some spikes. Last year was as straight 
as a ramrod. The color is quite pale, most attractive to many, others find it too pale 
to suit them.

SNOW MAID (F. C. Cave, 1948) Class 400. A whitest white informal glad, with great 
commercial possibilities.

Last year we classed 
this as a 300 size but as it bloomed for us this year, is 400 size. Good propagation 
qualities permits a reduction of last year’s price of $3.00 per bulb.

New and Recent Foreign Introductions 


This season we offer a very extensive list of foreign originations from Australia, 
Scotland and Europe. Please note carefully that we have had no opportunity to check 
their performance except as to their growth from bulblets in other than a very few 
instances. Consequently for the most part the descriptions used are those of the 
introducers or from foreign friends who have checked them for us. Our selections were 
decided by reports from our many correspondents — men like Jones, Foster and Pfeifer 
of Australia, MacKkelvie of Scotland and numerous others whose judgement may be 
relied upon — but always remembering that not all foreign importations perform as 
well when transplanted to new environment as they did at home. On the other hand 
some actually improve and all Glad fans like to have the fun of trying for themselves 
these new creations while they are still new. That is exactly why we bring them to you 
—we like to feel that both novice and advanced grower may find among our listed 
varieties nearly all that they might like to grow. 


PRICES OF THESE NEW FOREIGNERS 


Few of these have been offered in North America, and those few that we did 
see listed in catalogs of last year gave us no clue as to what 1949 pricings would be. 
Consequently we have solved the problem of pricing quite simply — we use our normal 
method of computing prices that we should ask by adding to our actual investment 
in the stock, the estimated cost of production, plus the moderate markup which we 
find necessary for operation. Some of these items we secured through exchanges where 
we could only charge the cost of our stock as the purchase price and it may be that 
we are too low in pricing many of them. We do know that of those we did find 
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cataloged last year that our asking price is from one-half to four-fifths of last year’s 
quotations, but we do not feel that we should ask our customers more than our standard 
markup, even though the price drop is excessive. Of many we have very small stocks 
and if it were not our policy to give all of our customers early opportunity to secure 
the new originations, we would hold more of it for propagation. On items marked NET 
quantity discounts will not apply, but we will furnish at the each rate as many as you 
wish while our supply does last. 


All origination year dates of foreign introductions are of the year first available 
to the U. S. public as released by U. S. growers. You will find a considerable number 
of 1949 year dates among the Australian, New Zealand and European varieties, and 
these, with those of former years, make our list of available varieties most outstanding 
in its completeness. Just about everything that our foreign correspondents could agree 
upon as being superior with them are included. 


We give most publicity to the 14 new varieties of Percy Burns, all of which plus 
DR. PRYOR, while of earlier release in Australia, will be 1949 releases for the United 
States. But we also have, of the originations of Both, no less than 58 varieties, of which 
19 are 1949 releases in the United States. His TUNIA’S MAHOMET, H. R. HANCOCK, 
and MARLENE BOTH are some of the older releases which have achieved remarkable 
popularity here, and these newer ones are claimed superior. His TUNIA’S WIZARD, 
a 1948 release in the U. S. of bulblets only, is claimed to be capable of producing 
12 inch florets. TUNIA’S ARISTOCRAT and JACK FALLU are 1949 releases with 
wonderful reports as to their performance. All three are in the smoky or AOC color 
classes. 


Errey is another most dependable hybridist. We list 11 of his creations, six of 
which are very recent. Coates’ GOLDEN BEAUTY is acclaimed the finest yellow yet 
produced in Australia. Also you will find most interesting ones from Horrex, Pfeifer, 
Rowse, Tonkin, Moore, Toon, Coombs and Pupich. 


From Europe — the noteworthy new hybridist is Salman and we add 11 of his 
finest varieties. Of these KING OF THE BLACKS, QUEEN OF THE NIGHT, KING OF 
THE BLUES and UNCLE TOM are U. S. 1949 releases. His GOLDEN FAVORITE and 
JAVA, the sensational 500 class yellows released last year at $10.00 per bulb now 
offered by us in large bulbs respectively at $3.00 and $2.00 with bulblets available. 
GENERAL EISENHOWER and ROOSEVELT’S MEMORY, two great Glads now offered 
by us at only 60c, and his SALMAN’S GLORY, BOULOGNE and PAUL REUBENS are 


an indispensable trio. 


From Konynenburg & Mark we offer as 1949 releases HENRI DE GREEVE, JO 
WAGENAAR, BEERSHEBA, BENJAMIN BRITTON and CIRCE. From Colyn as 1949 
releases FONDANT and JUNE ESTELLE. Two novelties of unusual coloring are SMYRNA 
and DE GRYSAARD, one a 1949 release, the latter released in 1948, both in the 90 color 
class have been most interesting to us. Also for 1949 release from Salman, LUNA PARK, 
the new smoky which was rated best at Haarlem this summer. In all we have a total of 
37 Europeans, released since the war — nearly all of which will be new to Gladland 
customers. Of these, 24 varieties are being listed by us for the first time. 
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THE GLADLAND 1949 OFFERINGS ARE GROUPED BY COLOR CLASSIFICATION 


Only three digits are used to convey the essential information. The first of the 
three digits shows the size of floret. The second denotes the hue or color group, as “0” 
white to cream, “1” yellow to buff, etc. The third denotes the depth of color as “0” light 
red, “2” deep red, “4” black-red. An even final digit, (0, 2, 4, 6, 8), denotes a variety 
with or without markings or without conspicuous markings. An odd final digit (1, 3, 5, 
7, 9), denotes a variety of same shade as preceding EVEN final digit, but with con- 
spicuous markings. Example: BIG TOP is a pink of same shade as a class “40” although 
its class number ‘41” does indicate that it has a conspicuous throat mark of darker 
shade. A complete table of the size, hue, and color shades as used herein, and which 
are those in use for classification in most major gladiolus shows to assign placement 
of entries at the present time, is given below. 


lf, for example, you are interested only in glads of the giant size, you may 
eliminate all varieties except those whose first digit is 5’ as this is the key number 
which places the variety in the Giant Class. If you are interested in only a certain 
shade of color as deep pink, you may eliminate all of those in the pink section whose 
ending digit is not “2” or “3”, and if you do not care for conspicuous darker throat 
markings, you may eliminate all those ending in “3”. In this way even with our listing 
of 540 varieties, by far the largest selection offered by any cataloger, you may quickly 
and easily select only those that meet your requirements of size and color. The miniature 
glads now so very popular are not included in the regular color classes, but are listed 
separately in a group for quick and easy reference. 


The initial digit of the three digit numbers denotes the floret size class. Five classes 
are in use at the present time, designated by 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5. The smaller the digit, 
the smaller the floret size. The giant size “5” contains all varieties with floret sizes from 
5\2 inches, but when these are really huge, as from 7 to 10 inches, we give this informa- 
tion in our description of the variety.

An explanation of codes and abbreviations used in the classification. 


EXAMPLE: 400-i Alpine (Palmer 1944) (75 days) — (L 25c) (M 2-30c) (S 3-30c) (B 15-25c) 


Code number (400) is fully explained in paragraphs immediately preceeding this 
section. The letter (i) following the code number indicates that the variety is of the 
informal (Decorative) type as contrasted with the formal (Exhibition) type which is 
shown by letter (f). Where the letter is omitted, it is either a border line variety, or 
we have been unable to identify it positively. Many exhibition varieties fail to develop 
their true type until grown from large bulbs. 


Alpine is the variety name. 


(Palmer 1944). Name of originator and year date first offered to the American — 
public by a U. S. dealer or cataloger. 


(75 days). Average time required to bring into bloom, if planted from large 
bulbs when ground is warm enough to start immediate growth. This time period will 
vary markedly when grown in different soil types, and in seasons differing in rainfall 
and temperature. Medium and small size bulbs require a longer time. In planting to 
bring into bloom for a definite date, successive plantings both preceding and succeeding 
the average date are usually necessary. If number of days to bloom is omitted, this 
indicates that either we have not yet bloomed this variety from large size bulbs, or have 
failed to make field notes of this data. In general bulbs blooming in 80 days or less are 
termed early. Those requiring 80 to 100 days are termed midseason, and those 
blooming in 100 to 120 days are classified as late bloomers. 


Within the size and price brackets the initials L, M, S, and B indicate the sizes 
Large, Medium, Small and Bulblets, respectively. 


(L) Large designates large bulbs 1% inches in diameter or larger. 
(M) Medium designates medium bulbs % to 1% inches in diameter. 
(S) Small designates small bulbs % to %4 inches in diameter. 
(B) Bulblets. 


(L 25c) indicates one large bulb for 25c; (M 2-30c) indicates two medium size 
bulbs will be furnished for 30c. Under no circumstances can we accept orders for a 
lesser amount than the combination shown in the price list. If a size is omitted this 
indicates we have no available bulbs this season in sizes omitted. 


NET. If this follows the last price listing of a variety, it indicates that we cannot 
allow our standard discounts for 10 or 100 quantities on this item. When not so noted 
we will furnish 10 to 100 varieties at 20% discount. 100 or more of same variety takes 
a 36% discount. Without exception all listed varieties may be included to earn the total 
volume discount on orders received before December 15.

Growing Glads From Bulblets 


A great many of our customers order bulblets and apparently have good success 
as we have had few complaints. We do not guarantee the germination of bulblets, 
and they need good care after germination. A 75% germination is fine — some varieties 
are so difficult that 25% is good. They are cheap in comparison with the price of bulbs 
because the are uncertain, and given even fair germination it is an economical way to 
get a start in new and expensive introductions. With expensive varieties it increases 
your percentage of germination if the hard hull-is cracked or, even better, entirely 
removed. With these sorts it pays to give each bulblet ample room to develop. Given 
two to three inch spacing, with ample water, they can easily make a large bulb and 
even bloom the first year if they germinate quickly. We plant as early in the spring as 
we can get into the ground, covering the bulblets about 1% to 2 inches deep. Sizes 
vary greatly with different varieties, but the bulblets you will receive on your order are 
the largest we have on hand. 


One treatment we find helps greatly, and that is to keep bulblets stored in a warm 
room — 70 degrees or more — for four to six weeks before planting. This seems to 
promote quick germination. Bulblets that are produced by bulbs grown from bulblets 
ordinarily germinate very much better than those produced from older bulbs. They 
are always smaller in size than those from older bulbs. When available, we always 
send out the bulblet grown from a bulblet because of the ease of germination.

Again we offer our best seller —The Gladland Mixture of 100 large bulbs (in 
more than 20 varieties). Each 100 is made up separately, the contents varying. Into 
this goes bulbs from lost-label trays, from those of which we might seem to have a 
surplus, bulbs that have come up volunteer from last year’s fields.
